and Dunkirk: Lhe Troops of the King’s Houfhold, 
which are extremely diminifh’d, are order’d to 
march imo Artcis and thence further into France. 
Notwithftanding this City is furnifh’d with fegular 
and ftrong Fortifications, "tis fa:id that this Winter 
feveral new Wosks will be made, principally ac the 
Gates of Lifle and Audenarde. The Enemy on 
their Side fortify Courtray, and repair the Works of 
Menin and Acth; and on ours St. Gillain, Conde, 
Dix nuyde, and other Places that lye neareit to the 
Enemy’s new Acquifitions, are likewife more Rrong- 
ly fortifying. The Elector of Bavaria is in Mons, 
and ‘tis taik’d the Duke of Vendome will winter in 
Lifle. 
From the Amft. Courant, dared Otob. 30. &c. ; 
Bruffels, OSteb. 27. Great Pare the Enemy's 
Troops being {ent into Wimer Quarters, the Duke 
of Vendome came to Mons on Saturday laft, whence 
he will go to take a View of all the Frontier Places, 
and then go to Paris. The Count de Gace is to 
command in Lifle, the Chevalier du Rozel in Tour- 
nay, and M. de Magnac in Valenciennes. Yetter- 
day Morning the Army of thé Alhes broke up 
from Cambron, and now lies encamp’d with 
the Right at Guillinguin, and the beft within half 
a League of Enghien, whence. the Quarter- 
mafters wentin the Afternoon to Hal, whither the 
Army acvanc'd to Day, and is extended as far as Len- 
nick. To Day at Noon the Duke of Marlborough 
came hither in a Caleih to the Gate of Ander- 
Jegt , where he found feveral Perfons of Qua- 
lity and Officers on Horfeback waiting his coming. 
His Grace mounted on Horfzback, and at his 
Eutrance into the faid Gate wascomplimented by the 
Magiftrates on his glorous Campaign, and prefenred 
with the Kevs of the City Gatesin a gil: Balon ; 
he tock hem up and laid them down agen, affuring 
the Magiftrares of his good Difpofiions towards 
them. Three Salvoes were given by all the Ar- 
tillery on the Batteries, and his Grace rid ‘from 
the faid Gate, the Burghers in Arms lining the 
Streets, to the Palace of Nafflau, where he din’d. 
This Evening he made a Vifit to the Countefs 
ef Soiffons. His Grace inteads to re'ttrn the 30th 
to the Army, which 'tis thought will continue in the 
Field till the new Works at Courtray are per- 
fected, which will be about she 5c of next Month, 
and will then feparate to march into Quarters.
